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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowable 

1 . Claims 5-1 5 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: 

Claims 1 and 2 recite, inter alia, "an on-circuit board continuity tester 
comprising a plurality of electronic detectors mounted on circuit board having an 
input connected to a respective one of plurality of individual series circuits, each 
of plurality of electronic detectors comprising a first output state when respective 
one of plurality of individual series circuits is uninterrupted and for switching to 
and maintaining a second output state when series circuit is interrupted wherein 
all of these components mounted on the circuit board, therefore, the tester and 
the indicator must be components that are designed and intended to operate 
through such a range of temperature, vibration, and shock, since those 
components are also carried on the circuit board" 

The art of record does not disclose the above limitations, nor would it be 
obvious to modify the art of record so as to include the above limitations. 
Although Soiferman (U.S. 5,517,110) disclose a contact less test method and 
system for testing printed circuit boards and Parker et a\. (U.S. 6,087,842) 
disclose an integrated or intra-package capability for testing electrical continuity 
between an integrated circuit and other circuitry, they do not disclose the above- 
mentioned limitations.
